The names of the men who are to compose
the reorganired fire department of this city
were made public by Chief Brown of the
Depariment of Poblic Salety last night. In
the list there are 45 mew names out of 2
total of 177, und when the chiet secures &
man for fire dirootor, the new position be in-
tends to create, there will be 178. The
work of reorganization really begun on the
first of last July since which time 14 new
men have been put on the force, making
the total of 62 men replaced by the change.
The date of the chunge has been fixed for
October 1, in order to give new appoiotecs
an opportunity to give due notiee to their
present emvloyers or dispose of their pres-
ent occupation, as the cuse may be, in time
1o take their new places on that date, s
well s 1o give those of the present force
who ure to be dropped, un apportanity to
e=eure other emplovment. Chief Brown ie
well pleased with the list he has made ont,
aud expects grest things from the depari-
menit alter the new mea have been broken
in,

The names of the men only are given, the
places they are to fill being leit to the Su-
perintendent and his assistants. Bpeaking of
the reorganization Chief DBrown last might |
said: !

HE STUDIED IN OTHER CITIES.

Whesn 1 made ey misd up to this 1 began to
look around for ways of making improvementsi
14did this by watching the movements of the
local department and comparing it with that
of other cities, notably New York, Chicago and
Philadelphia. I found they bad better service
than we had, but it was pot in their apparatus
sowuch as ip their moen and their skill and ae-
tivity. I bhave tried improving our ferce in
those particulars by baving the men drilled in
Yadder elimin g, hose and plug connecting,
bitthing and ' the other time-saving plans
fu the fire service This drilling bad & wvery
benelicial effect, bat did not bring the service ap
to thie meark I wanted. Then l made investuiga-
tions of another character. [ examiped the
captaius of the companies and made other in-
quiries which resulted in a determinstion to
make cianges among the men,

Sowe of the testimony taken in my investi-
fation was Interesting in this connection. One
captain had testified that he had not one man
iu his company capable of perfommning ten com-
seontive honrs of dutyat & conflnpration: an-
other that be bad only four men in his oom:
pany who wore alde 1o elimbd & ladder to the
top of a fivestors bullding. Some testifled
thatmen in thelr companies bhad defcotive
sizhi, others had rheumatism so they could
move but slowly, and a dozen other polnts ol
this character were brought out. 1 found we
bad men from 50 to 65 years of age on the
force, and they conid not be axpocted to stand
the superhumwan tests that 8 fireman s some-
times called upon to undergo, Only men who

BUILDING INCLINES®

How the Bnnrdons Work is Pers
formed on a Southside Plane,

SOME OF THE PERILS T0 AVOID

A Slight Barrier Placed st the Top to
Protect Men and Horses.

WORKING ON PRECIPITOUS CLIFFS

ROM Brownsville
uvenue, Sputhside, to
the foot of the hill, a
new incline — the
longest in Pennsylva-
uwia—will be com-
pleted by next De-
cember. Jolly Bros.,
the contractors, have
over 90 workmen en-
gaged in digging,
Th, carting and blasting
\I\ the rocks along the
- hillside. More than
balf these workmen are Italians and Hun-
garians; a very small percentage speaking
English. The incline is not steep, and will
have the original feature of being run
almost entirely withont trestle-work. The
tracks will run on solid ground for three-
fourths of the descent, and on trestles for
the remainder. This will, of course, make
the new incline less dangerous than any of
the others at present used in Pittsborg.

In the beginning of the work horses and
wagons had to be dispensed with, as the
hill, in parts, afforded scant foothole even
for & man. By dint of blasting with
dynamite a rough platiorm was made, and
the work of carting the stones to the edge
of the ravine and dumping them over be-
gan. A rough barrier of wood work at the
edge serves the double purpose of keeping
the loose elay from giving way and prevent-
ing the wheels of the wagon from slipping
over the hill.

Several aceidents have already occurred
owing to the over-huste of the drivers in

backing their horses. The wagon wheels
struck the barrier foo sharply and went
clear over the side. In an instant wagon,
load and horses were precipitated into the
ravine, The air was full of fiying dust and
stones; the horses kicked and plunged
madly in mid-air, and the whole confused
massiell into the soft earth below, It was
well for the luckless horses that the ravine
was full of loose clay, or undoubtedly they
would have been asshed to pieces. As it
was nothing more serious occured than

on the borses, and the partial burial of the
wagons. Windlasses had be put in
requisition to get ihe wagons up, while the
horses were led by devious paths to the foot
ol the hill. It requires nice judgment to
bring the wheels exactly to the stopping
point, particularly when the barrier is
searcely five inches high,

The power house—the stonework of which
will be finished by October 15, will be the
finest in the city, being built throughout ot
Knoxville and s;nwilill Run sandstone.
Tt will measare 135 br 78 feet.

OVERCOATS IN DEMAND,

e Tall End of 2 Blizzard Strikos Town—A
Sudden Fallinthe Temporatare—A Light
Frost Predicred.

Overcoats and wraps were In great de-
mand last evening, and the young man who
had not “lifted” his ulster did not stana
around on street corners. He kept moving
along to keep his blood in circulation. It
was the first cold night of the season, acd at
the signal observer’s office it was predieted
that there wonld be a slight frost. Had the
wind been blowing from the porth insead
of the west there wonld have been consider-

able damsage dons to plants, ete.

The sudden changeof the weather is some-
thing unusual at this time of year. It was
not within the recollection of the observer
when the tem ture had fallen so low at
this time during September. On Bunday it
was very wirm, the thermometer registering
860 at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. The fol-
lowing day the maximum was 749, and on
Tuesday it went down to 680, Yesterday at
3 o'clock the maximum tempessture was
600, or a fall of 260 in three days. Last
night the mereary began to go lower, and it
was thonght it would land in the cellar of
the Bchmidt & Friday building.

The minimum temperature last evening
was 540. At B o'elock in the morning it
was two degrees lower than these figures.
The coldest pointin the connlrg as at St.
Vincent, Minn., where it was 289, At Bis-
warek, Duk., it was 389,

The cool wave came from the Northwest,
and was the tail end of a fall blizzard that
swept over the country from the land of the
Deeotahs, At all points west of the Missis-
sippi river the temperature fell to between
SBCP and 40°, Last night the wind was
veering from the west to the south and
southwest. This indicates that it will not
get any colder for the present.

DISPUTE ABOUT THE TERM,

A Legnl Point Rpined That May Affect the
Position of Magistrates.

When Alderman Gripp was ssked last
night about the point raised that the police
magisirates ean hold their offices after the
election of & new mayor, and in spite of the
opposition of that official, he said: “T do
not think that any man of common decency
would hold the position under those cirenm-
stances, I know that I would not, I have
not read the point referred to very carefully,
but I think that any man whose selection
is approved by Couneils would obtain it
without any tronble. I domnot think, how}
ever, that the issue will ever be raised.”

Maugistrate Hyndman, however, main-
tained a different view, claiming that a new
Mayor would have no nuthority to put him
out of office while he bebaved himself, A
prominent city lawyer said that there was
no ground whatever for such a view of the
matter.

The Pips Manufacturers Advance the Price
of 0il Well Casing.

NEWS FROM THE INDUSTRIAL MILL

In regard to the exclusive publieation in
yesterdny's DISPATCH of the fact that the
Western window glass manniacturers were
dissatisfied with the settlement of the strike
and were accusing the Pittsburg members
of the Wage Commitige with breaking faith
with them, Becrotary Loefller, of the assoeia~
tion, who is the active partner in the firm
of R. C. Schmerts & Co., sent out & cirpular
to the trade yesterday,

The firm is the oue that wanted to start,
and in the circular, the Secretary says:

When “Jeannette," with a capacity equal to
12 to 14 10-pot furnaces, signed the scale to
commepce operations September 1. we con-
cluded it useless to resist the demands of the
workers, but in deference to other manufact-
arers, and oot wishing to appear an _
to them, we finally consented to ignore *Jean-
nette,” provided 84 per cent of all tho pots in
the Western district signed an agreement not
to pay any advance. The 84 per cent not hay-
ing signed the agreement, same becomes null
and void and Is not binding, and any mang-
facturer can honorably start up auy day.

Knowing that sume of the manufacturers
who refused to co-operate have already signed
the scale,and that others will do likewise
whenever it suits their convonience, which will
be followed by most of the manufacturers, it
virtually means to pay the adyvance, and the
oniy thing to be galned bylonger rpfusing to
sign the scale I8 to further postpone the start-
ing of the factories, and in the meantime
abandon the market to the importers and to
the factories starting up.

CONVINCED OF HIS MISTAEH,

Wo are fully convinced now that it wasa
mistake not to start when Jeannette did, and
no doubt our friends, Messrs, Chambers and
McKoe, were delighied at the course the man-
ufscturers pursued, We are glad to note that
our views aro shared by soma Pittsburg manu-
facturers. Mr. Bodine, who is erecting a tank
in the East, no doubt would be pleased to have
us remaip eut of Dblast uniil November, at
which time bis tank is expected to be ready.

We fully realize that ruiuous prices will pre-
vall during the entire year, but to remain ldle
the best season of the year and permit the im-
porters, Jeaunette and others, to do the busi-
ness, does not improve matters. The policy of
Jeannette seeme to be to sell very low and op-
erate ten months in the year, acting indepen-
dently of tho association. This policy, legally
earried ontMueans the “survival of the fittest.”
Other manufacturers, running oply eight or
nine months cannot hope to compese with the
low priees of Jeannette.

For years, the manufacturers have endeav.
ared by artificial means to control prices, bus
that policy has only been partly successfol
and only temporarily, and resulted in buoilding
up new and weak concerns, until the ua-
tion has reached such a point that control of
prices by combination bas becvme impracti-
cable, and, therefore, bigher prices to compen-
sate for Increased cost, by roausrip of shortensd
biasts, is an absolute impossibility.

In addition to the above, another cirenlar
was sent out under date of the 14th inst. by
the Secretary. In the latter eircular it wus
stated that the requisite 94 per cent of the
totsl number of pots in the trade not hav-
ing sigoed the manuficturers’ agreement,
the sgreement not to sign the seale was not
binding upon them. The Becretary had
notice that some muanufscturers would sign
the scale, and ‘‘it wus remnsonable to suppose

W. T. Gray, another
member of the committee at Zanesville, 0.,
telegraphed: I will vote against any ad-
vance in wages' D. C. Coolman, of
Ravenna, wired similar Iwzuuf;:.

WHERE UNCLE SAM LOSES.
Statistles Showing How the Tin-Plute In-
dustry Wonld Help Us.

The American Iron and Bteel Association
have sent copies of their tariff tract No. 1,
for 1889, to this city. Tt isentitled “All
About Tin Plates,” and furnishes some in-
teresting statisties compiled by President
‘Weihe and Secretury Martin, ot the Amal-

amated Association of lron and Steel

Vorkers. They'ealculated thatin the year
1857 there were imported into this country
283,836 gross tons of tin plates.  This repre-
sented §10,000,000 in weges paid British work-
ingmen. If the producthad been made in this
oountry it would have given American
workingmen $23,000,000. To make this the
iron ore miners would be cailed upon to
Prod uce mnearly another million tons of ore,
The limestone quarrymen would berequired
to produce over 300,000 more tons of lime-
stoue. It would also necessitate an addi-
tional produgtion of 2,000,000 more tons of
cozl and coke, 400,000 tons more of pig iron,
and 5,650,000 pounds of lead.

The eattle raisers and meat packers wonld
he ealled upon to iurnish a lnrge part of the
15,000,000 pounds of tallow and palm oil
needed. Over 40,000,000 more pounds of
suiphuric acid and the lumberpen wonld
be called upon for an additional 12,000,000
feet of lumber. Al least 35000 more men
wounld baamplcgad directly to supply the
demand of the United Btates for the p{nu,
if they were made here.
